The Prior and Convent of Barnwell had been _ofleſſed of this! Reftory 
from the time of Euſtace Biſhop of Ely*, who appropriated ĩt to that Con- 
vent, reſerving only a Stipend to the Vicar ; and were now *:empowered to 
transfer alk their Right therein to the College, by Licence from the Biſhop, 
upon condition they paid them four Marks annually for the fame ; which 
payment was regularly made down to the time of Borurigbt, when upon 
an omiſſion of four years, a warm Conteſt aroſe betwixt them, which 
was at length agreed by both Parties to be referred to John Fray, 
Chief Baron of the Exchequer, William Lichefield and Gilbert Worthyngton 
Clerks, who after inſpecting their Writings, determined the payment 
ſhould fill be continued, and that the Convent ſhould deliver up all their 
Evidences relating thereto, and aſſiſt them as much as poſſible” in getting 
it appropriated to the College .

HENRT DE TANGMERͤ a Burgeſs of the Town, . one of 
the principal Brethren of the Gild, gave eighteen or nineteen Houſes in 
Cambridge and Newnham, and in Lands lying on both fides of the Town, 
to the amount of eighty five Acres.

He dwelt upon Peas Hill, then called the Corn Martet, ordered his Body 
to be buried in the Church of St. Benedict or St. Botolpbh, in which ſoever 
of them the Chaplains of the Gilds ſhould happen to be placed at the time 
of his death, and left behind him a Widow named Maud, a Daughter of 
William Bowyer, who became likewiſe a Benefactreſs ſoon after his deceaſe, 
by joining with her Son Henry in. the ſurrender of a Houſe in St. Andrew's 
Pariſh with ſome Lands in the Fields, which her Huſband had given her 
for life. He had formerly preſented the Gild with a Cup called the 
Gripes Eye, which was uſed for carrying about the Hoſt, till one more 
proper for that purpoſe was given by Sir John Cambridge.

and late Fellow, with their Heirs and Aſſigns, to hold them in truſt for 
the uſe of the Society, they met with great trouble and much ill treat- 
ment from the former; who at his Uncle's deceaſe being left likewiſe 
one of his Execators, would neither furrender theſe nor give up the Money, 
Plate, Books, c. that reſted in his hands as Maſter, but claimed them as 
his private property; {ſee Append. N. VIII.) This Diſpute was attended with 
many inconveniences, and I make no doubt they were great ſufferers by 
like Evil, through the negligence of the Maſters, (who under a pretence 
of their Publick Seal, claimed the right of keeping the College Goods in 
their own cuſtody,) till the time of Billyngjord, who added the new Statute

His Wife died of the great Peſtilenee in 1369, and was buried in St, PauPs 
Cathedral i, leaving behind her one Son Hay firnamed of Bolingbroke, 
the place of his Birth, who came afterwards to be King Henry IV, and 
two Daughters Philippa and Blizabeth, the former of which he married 
to the King of Spain. Soon after he made an Expedition into 'Gaftorns, 
and there took to wife Conflance the Daughter of Don Pedro kate Ring 
of Caſtile and Leon, in whoſe right he afſumed thoſe Tiles c. He was 
appointed the King's Lieutenant in France-and all Parts beyond the Sea, 
and made his Aſſiſtant in the Government in the latter part of his life, 
as well as Guardian to his Sueseſſor during his miyority. Being deemed 
a Favourer of Wieckliffe, (ſome ſuy rather out of enmity and hatred to the 
Prelates and Clergy, than from any Religious Principte,) and quarrelling 
with the Biſhop of Londen on his account, he highly incenſed- the City 
againſt him, and became ſoon after ſo unpopular that the Houſe he had 
bulk there called the Ge, and then reckoned the fineſt in „ was 
entirely demoliſhed in F. Straw's Rebellion.

of Arts, together with two reputable Perſons of the Town, were appoint- 
ed by Henry III to rate the Rents of theſe Houſes ®, (the former of which 
were 1 called Taxors, a name they have ever ſince retained, although 
their Office has been long fince changed into that of examining the 
Weights and Meaſures by which Proviſions are fold to Scholars.) But this 
not proving effectual, they found it convenient to procure others where 
they might live at their own expence, (having hitherto had no particular 7 
Endowments) under the inſpection of a Principal, who was to have 
the care of their Morals and direction of their Studies. To theſe they 
gave the. name of Hofes or Inns, in ſome of which, and particularly 
in the abovementioned, Fuller tells us were often no 1 than twelve, 
twenty, and ſometimes thirty Regents, beſides Non-Regents and Scholars a; 
which if true, makes it ſeem. very extraordinary, that we ſhould bes 
with no other account of this Hoſtle or its Students, from the Founda- 
tion of the College down to this time. Some of theſe Hoſtles were 
afterwards converted into Colleges, and many others became Appendages 
to them ; but when the number of the latter afforded a ſufficient recep- 
tion for all that came to ſtudy here, the former as not having the fame 
encouragements to Learning were of courſe deſerted, and leaſed out to 
any that would hire them. That of St. Barnard before ſpoken of, became 
about this time the property of this College *, who gave for it an hundred 
Marks, raiſed out of the fale of ſome Tenements in St. Benedi#'s Pariſh x, 
and of divers others which had been formerly fold to and exchanged

Difenſation to the contrary in any caſe: a pradiice 
very common in thoſe days, but found upon experience to be very in- 
convenient and injurious. . Each Fellow was bound in like manner at his 
Admiſſion under a penalty of 1001 to the Maſter and Fellows of his own 
College, But theſe Ordinances were diſcontinued upon the reviſal and 
amendment of their Statutes at the Reformation; when the Authority 
af the Pope was totally diſclaimed. There are however three of theſe 
Bonds fall in being, that were given by the Maſters Toylor, Day and 
H#atſon, and which, if there be no miſtake in their Dates, make ſome 
alteration in what has been uſually reckoned their order af ſucceſſion, as 
may be ſeen below. By Mr. Baker's account of this Foundation, pre-

J have hitherto ſaid little of the Feſtival of CORPUS CHRISTI | 


or of the pompous Proceſſions made thereupon, that I might here give 
a relation of the whole together, from its beginning to the time of its 
diſſolution. Pope Urban the IVth inſtituted this Feaſt, in honour of the 

Holy Sacrament, about the year 1264, in obedience, as is pretended, 
to Revelations made to many pious Perſons concerning it, and for the 
ſatisfaction of many other Chriſtians, who ardently deſired it. 'Fhe Office 
for which conſiſted of Hymns, Anthems, Reſponſes, &c. drawn out of 
the figurative places of the Old Teſtament, and was either compoſed, or 
at leaſt digeſted into-form by St. Thomas Aquinas a Dominican Friar, at 
the command of its Inh This Feſtival was ordered to be kept 
annually in the ſolemneſt manner on the Thurſday after Trinity-Sunday; 
when this greateſt Indulgences were granted to the obſervers of it, and 
the moſt ſplendid Proceſſions were made throughout the Kingdom. On 
which occafion the Religious of the Gild here (who followed the Order 


of St, Benedict) together with the Lay-Brethren, were wont to in

about the Hoſt, the/Crucifix, and the abovementioned Shields, wih 
lighted Tapers in their hands from St. Bened:#'s Church to the Great 
Bridge, and throughout every other part of the Town in their way back 
again, with the utmoſt Devotion, Pomp and Reverence, in order to ſtir 
up in the Faithful a greater Adoration of the Holy Sacrament. And this 
cuſtom did not ceaſe with the Frateruity, but (after its diflolution) was 
kept up by the Maſter, Fellows, and Scholars of the Houſe : The firſt 
of whom dreſſed in a filk Cope, carried the Holt in a great, Jumptuous 
gilt Pixis under a Canopy, (which, was I believe always made of 


their beſt and fineſt Ahkar-Cloth *,) and was. therein attended not only by 


the Members of the Society, but by the Univerſity and Corporation in 
their proper Habits ; on which occaſion the Vice-Chancellor for the 
greater ſtate uſually preached at St, Mary's Church. g. 
Theſe Prooeſſions continued to be regularly made till about the year 
1 535, when (according to the Hi. Coll.) upon a Viſitation of the Uni- 
verſity by Dr. Leigh Deputy to the Lord Cromue! Vicar General, they 
were ordered to be wholly. abrogated ; whereupon the Pixis and Shield. 
were fold, as being henceforth of no farther uſe, and the Money diſpoſed 
of as heretofore related. In the laſt of which Froceſſions, whilſt they were 
returning back, the Canopy took fire; but whether this happened through 
the careleſſneſs of thoſe who carried the Tapers, or whether ſome one 
deſignodly tlirew fire upon it, could never be diſcovered,” We muſt - 
here obſerve that it had been cuſtomary every year for the Society 10

Parſons nad "tings ad veel! as of fig Lands and Goods, came to 
this College on Tueſday the 21ſt of May, where they ſoon made an end, 
and ſupped with Dr. Parker the Maſter, who ſupplied the place of the 
Vice- Chancellor in his abſence for the moſt part of the Viſitation. But 
notwithſtanding all that had been done, when Qucen Mary came to the 
Throne, and things were reverting apace into their old channel, this with 
all other Popiſh Feſtivals was again reſtored with its uſual ſolemnities, 
and continued throughout her whole Reign: in the latter part of which,

| the Lodge, examined the Maſter and Fellows, inſpected the Treaſury, and 


then entered into the Church; where they took down the Sacrament, and 
complained of great negligence in their not keeping the Chri/matory un- 
der Lock and Key, and of their lacking a Roode and Holy Mater. This 
Proceſſion however with all ſuch ſuperſtitious Ceremonies, was finally 
aboliſhed by an Injunction of Queen Elizabeth in the beginning of her 
Reign, much to the lame r with chat nn of her Brother 
Edward VI. 

The diſſolution of Baie Houſes and the extinguiſhing the 8 
rity of the Pope in this Kingdom, which happened i in this Maſter's time“, 
occaſioned a very extraordinary change in the Eccleſiaſtical, part of its 
Conſtitution; . the former of which had engroſſed ſo large a Property to 
themſelves, and made ſo ill an uſe of it, that it had rendered them 
deſervedly odious; whilſt the latter had exerciſed ſuch an antichriſtian 
and dreadful tyranny over peoples minds for many Ages, and ſo groſsly 
abuſed their credulity, that they reſolved to bear with it no longer. The 


Inſtitution of theſe Houſes, however commendable at firſt, being deſigned 


for the promotion of the glory of God, the ſervice of Religion, and the 
relief of the Poor and Diſtreſſed, were nevertheleſs afterwards ſcandalouſly 
perverted; and yet give me leave to add in their favour, that before a 
proper proviſion was made for the encouragement and ſupport of Learn- 
ing in the Univerſities, they. were almoſt the only places, where that 
little of it, which was then remaining in the Nation, was cheriſhed ard 
taught*; where the principal | Occurrences and Tranſactions of the Times, 
both Civil and Ecclefiaſtical were regiſtered. and digeſted into Annals; 
and where, from principles of Gratitude, any care was taken to preſerve 
the Memories of their pious Founders and Bene factors, by entering in 
Leidger-Books, whatever could be collected of their TP and moſt « con- 
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teſpects, tis certain their Number at that time, and the real Abuſes which 
had erept in amongſt them, (without regarding thoſe falſely charged upon 
them by their Enemies, ) muſt have rendered them a Grievatice and an 
intolerable Burthen to the Nation. Yet whatever advantages might have 
been expected from diveſting them of their Property, and putting it into 
other hands with a view of employing it to better purpoſes, tis certain 
however, that a very ſmall portion of theſe immenſe Treaſures, was ever 
| applied to the ſervice of the Publick, and that much the larger part was 
either extravagantly ſquandered away, or beſtowed upon thoſe who uſed 
all forts of Artifices and Condeſcenſions to procure ſome ſhare of them ; 
which yet, great as they were, would not ſatisfy their voracious Appe- 
tites, much leſs prevail with them to make ſuch a diſtinction as they 
ought between things Sacred and Profane, and in conſequence thereof, 
permit the Tythes to revert to their original purpoſe, the maintenance of 

the Clergy®; whereby the Inconveniencies, that have been ever fince ſo 
juſtly complained of, arifing from the mean Endowment of the moſt 
conſiderable Pariſhes in the Kingdom, might have been prevented. Yea 
it ſeems to be not altogether a groundleſs ſuſpicion, that if theſe men had 
been left to themſelves they would not have ſtopt even where they did, 
but have fo far, as at leaſt to have endangered, if not over- 
thrown' the very Seats and Nurſeries of Learning*. And farther, to 
render theſe Proceedings irrevocable, they not only poſſeſſed themſelves 
of the Lands belonging to the Religious, but pulled down their Houſes, 
(then the -moſt conſiderable Buildings and greateſt Ornaments of the 
Country,) and ſhamefully waſted and deſtroyed their Books, (of which 
ſome had large Collections, ) to the irreparable injury of the Learned. 
Nay had not Leland been empowered to examine their Archives, and to 
take ſome account of their Founders and Benefactors, whilſt others were 
equally diligent. i in gathering up and preſerving the Hiſtories there com- 
piled; not only their Memopjes had periſhed with them, but many in- 
tereſting Tranſactions of the State had been buried in perpetual oblivion. 
Az to the extinguiſhing of the Pope's Authority, whatever were the 
motives upon which it was at firſt begun by ſome, and afterwards 
carried on by others, yet being abſolutely juſt in itſelf, and introductory

The true Light of the Goſpel, which only dawned upon them (when 
covered with more than Egyptian Daxkneſe) in the, days of Miqliſa, 
and had been gradually breaking forth in his Followers, did at lekgth 
ſhine out in its original Purity and Splendor, ſo as to diſperſe the thickeſt 
Clouds of Ignorance and Superſtition. In- bringing aham which bleffed 
change in the Univerſity, it muſt give every wellwilher 10 this. Old. 
Houſe no ſmall: pleaſure, to find. it ſo-diſtinguiſhed;for.its Zeal;, that not 
anly the Maſter, but many of its Members vech early engaged therein. 
For Fox tells us that he, with his friend. Edward Pouke beforementioned, 
was a great Favourer and Furtherer: of the. Truth in the dark. days of 
Henry VIII. Mr. Loude alſo and Dr. Warner (of whom a fuller accourt 
will be given bereafter) were in the number of thaſe piousand learned men, 
by whoſe means true Religion and ſound Learning (hich uſually accom- 
pany each other) began to flouriſh exceedingly in the Univerſity: yea, 1a 
active was this Society in forwarding the Reformation, that nat ſatisfied 
do themſelves to promote it, they afforded likewiſe 
an Afrlum to. others. heartily. embarked. in the ſame. good Cauſe, wha 
fled to them for refuge. Among whom I ought to mention two of the 
moſt eminent and zealous, I mean Dr. Raiph Bradford and. Mr. George 
Wifhchiert, to whoſe Piety, Labours and Sufferings although I intend to 
do juſtice in the ad Part of this Work, yet cannot forbear, to refer my 
Reader at preſent, to the account he wall find of them in Mr. Strype's 
Eccleſiaſtical Memorials * and.

He procured of the Queen the Re&ory of St. Mary- Abchurch in 
L. (which came into her hands by the Diſſolution of the Maſter 
and Chaplains of Corpus Chriſti College in St. Lawrence Pountney, who 
had been poſſeſſed of it from the year 1455 to that time,) in exchange 
for the Rectory of Penſtunſ in Kent belonging to the Archbiſhoprick, 
and preſented it to the College with Letters Patents for holding it,, giv- 

ing the Maſter his Option thereof, whenever it ſhould become vacant, 
for the ſupport of his Dignity and better maintenance. To this after 
the Fire of Londen in.

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And as u farther teſtimony of his Gratitude to the Houſe where he 
had been firſt inſtruRed, and ſpent many years of his liſe with much 
both as Fellow and Maſter; from whence he had from time to 
time been called forth by different Princes fot the performance of va- 
rious Offices and Functions in the Commonwealth, and at length exalt- 
ed to the higheſt Station in the Church, he preſented thern with his in- 
valuable Collection of MS. and Printed Books, which Fuller ſtiled 
the Sun of Engliſh Antiquity, before it was eclipſed by that of Sir Robert 
G And indeed very juſtly, ſince it contained more Materials, re- 
lating to the Hiſtory of this Kingdom both Civil and Ecclefiaſtical, than 
could before have been met with any where cle, For the greater ſafety 
whereof, he ordered them to be kept under three Locks, one Key of 
which was to be lodged with the Maſter, and the other two with the 
Keepers of the Bi/ingford Hutch ; who were to fee that the Library 
ſhould always be in decent and proper order, and that no one ſhould have 
admiffion thereto, who had not firft taken an Oath not to abuſe the Books 
in any ſhape. And that no damage might ariſe from having acceis to them 
at irregular hours, he limited the time of conſulting them in the Winter- 
Seaſon from Eight to Eleven o Clock in the Morning, and from One to 
Four in the Afternoon ; but in the Summer, he allowed of it from Si 
to Eleven and from One to Five.

He gave Neve Cu. for his 
Book, laid out DU. upon the Univerſity Street, and MCC C. up- 
on his Palaces, when the value of the Archbiſhoprick did not exceed 
MMMCCCCXXVHI%, per ann, All his Goods and Chattels at the 
time of his death amounted to no more than MMDCCLXVIW. whereas 
his Legacies, Funeral Charges, Debts &c. exccoded MMMCCCLAXVI". 
which deficiency was made up by his Son out of the Eſtate he left be- 
hind ; but the whole produce of this not being much above a Hun- 
dred Pounds a year, he was put to difficulties in doing it: as it appears 
both from the ſmallneſs of the Sums the College was obliged to accept, 
and from the time he took to pay in the remainder of the five Hundred 
Pounds that was unpaid at his Father's death. Yea ſuch was his dilatoti- 


neſs herein, that by reaſon of a failure in his Engagement, they were 
once forced to borrow a Hundred 9 of Dr. Ben = a Pawn 
of their Plate. |

Beach at the annual Rent 
of 81.95.44. which | after having improved to 221. 175. 44, he yielded 
up to the Society before it was half expired, and when it was reckoned 
of nearly the value of 400 Marks*, This he allotted to the payment of 
the Tuition of the twenty Scholars then founded, at the rate of 135. 44 
each, with the like Sum to the Maſter &c. but ſome inconveniences be- 
ing found in this manner of diſpoſition, it was afterwards altered, and 
part of it applied to the Commons of the Maſter and Fellows till the 
expiration of the Leaſe, when the whole was negro to that . 

Having thus taken a curſory view of his BecefaRtians, I proceed next to 
his Literature. His {kill in ancient Liturgies was ſuch; that he was one of the. 
firſt thought of to be joined with others, in drawing up a Form of Common 
Prayer in the room of the Maſi-Book; and when he came to be placed 
at = head of the Church, he laboured much to engage the Biſhops and 
other learned men in the Reviſal and Correction of the former Tranſla- 
tions of the Bible. Which Work was undertaken and catried on under 
his direction and inſpection, who aſſigned particular portions of Scripture 
to each, which he afterwards peruſed and corrected, and ſpared no pains 
in getting it completed: This he was ſo happy as to effect in 1 508, 
when a new Edition of it was firſt. publiſhed, as was another a few 
years after. He had already ſet forth a Saxon Homily on the Sacrament, 
tranſlated out of Latin into that Language, by Alſric a learned Abbot 
of St. Albans above 700 years before ; with two Epiſtles of the ſame, 
wherein is not the leaſt mention of the Doctrine of 7 E ee

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nn thirſt aber and ht Antiquities were ſo great and well known, LG 
that he not only became the Founder and Patron of a Society for pre. 
ſerving and cultivating the knowledge of them at Home, as Sir Nm 
Fleetwood in a Letter to Sir Tomas Heneuge informs us, (which may be 
ſeen, with a farther account thereof in the App. N. XXIX) but had many 
eminent foreign Correſpondents on that Subject; amongſt whom, we 
find Matthias Flacius Mllyricus, Author of the Catalogue of the Witneſſes 
of the Truth, writing to him from Fee an Univerſity in Germany,' and 
him to collect all ſuch MS$. in theſe as were either 
rave" or of any waht, and to depoſite them in ſome Publick Place for 
their better Preſervation.

But che great Work of all, and upon which he is thought to have ſpent 
moſt time, was that De Antiquitate Britannice Ecchfie.”, This, in his 
Letter to the Lord Treaſurer, to whom he preſented a Copy of it long 
before its Publication, he ſpeaks of as his own Collection, which had 
been the employment of his leiſure hours. Dr. Drake likewiſe in the 
Preface to his Edition of it, quotes a Letter of his own from the College | 
Library, wherein he expreſily tiles it, My Book of my Canterbury Prede- 
 ceſſors. And ABp. Bramball was of opinion that the concluſion of the 
Preface, proved the Archbiſhop himſelf to have been the Authorb. But 
notwithſtanding theſe Teſtimonies, and the concurrent aſſent of all who 
had mentioned it down to the time of Selden, he ventured to call this in 
queſtion*, yet without favouring us with his reaſons for ſo doing; and 
Sir Henry Spelman after him, took Dr, Ackworth * to have been either 
the Author or Collector of this Book * z whereas ABp, Uſher *. ſuppoſes 
him to have wrote only the firſt Part concerning the Briti/h Antiquities, 
{but even there are ſuch Slips in the Latin, as could hardly have eſcaped 
an Orator, though they might eaſily be forgiven an Antiquary,) whilſt 
both He, Selden and Wharton aſcribe the other Part, of the Lives 
of the Archbiſhops principally to Jaſehyn t. and make Parker little 
more than the DireQor and Encourager of the whole. To which as fi- 
vouring the ſame opinion, I ſhall add a MS. Note on the Cover of a

the year 156g: in this however are not a few Miſtakes, and ſo little 
 regard"is had to Method and Chronology, that where. any other Infor- 
mation could be had, I have ſparingly made uſe of it; and when no 
other could be obtained, have ſcarce ventured to aſſert any thing poſitive- 
ly upon its authority only. A ſhort Life of the Archbiſhop was likewiſe 
45 up by him, but different from that before ſpoken of, (wherein he 


tells us he uſed his own judgment, ) as a teſtimony of his great Regard for

Dr. Caivs, the ſecond Founder of Gase and Caius College, gave 
them a new Body of Statutes in 1572, wherein he appoints the Maſters 
of this Houſe, and of Tinity-Halle, with the ſenior Doctor in Phyſick 
their Viſitors; whom be requeſts to make up all Quarrels and Diffe- 
rences that may ariſe among them, (except in the caſe de inhabili Magiſtro, 
where the Chancellor is to be applied to ;) and empowers: them if neceſ- 
lary to call in the aſſiſtance of the Vice- Chancellor, to put their Deter- 
minations in execution, which are to be final here two of them agree. 
The Maſter and major part of the Fellows, if they think any one injured, 
may at their own expence appeal to theſe Viſitors ; whom he intreats to 
be favourable; to the Maſter, except in caſes of greater offence, when 
they are to.determine according to che Statute, and in no wiſe to arrogate 
any other Authority to themſelves than that gives them. Each is to have 
66. 84 for his trouble herein, with a private Dinner at the like expence. 
A Copy of theſe Statutes was ordered to be kept by the Provoſt and 
Scholars of King's College amongſt their Archives, as the ſame was like- 
wiſe here, together with a Tripartite Indenture between the Doctor, this 
College and his own; for the performance of the Conditions whereof, he 
obliged the latter to give a Bond of 500/, to be inforced by the Maſter of 
this Houſe in caſe: of any Default. The Provoſt and Maſter are to be 
_ annually invited to a publick Dinner on the 6th of Ofober, the day of the 
Doctor's Birth, and on the 26th of July, being that of his Death; at 
each of which times they are to receive an acknowledgment of 3s.

< thelaſt. Imprinted 1 574.” In the marginal Annotations to which, he is 
ſcandalouſly reflected upon, and in a Continuation are moſt bitter In- 
vectives againſt the Antiguitates Britannice ; wherein he is taxed with 
being himſelf the Author of the Life ſaid to be compiled by Joſceyn. 5 
This was undoubtedly ſet forth by ſome of the Archbiſhop's Enemies, 
and probably as Strype concludes, if not by Aldrich himſelf at leaſt with 
his privity ; Mr. Baker however is of opinion, that as the Tranſlation was 
made from the Univerſity Copy, this in ſome meaſure abſolves him.

That the Maſter cannot determine concerning any College Buſineſs by 
conſulting the Fellows ſeverally and privately. Nor may he defer Ad- 
miſſion of a Fellow duely-cleQed, — It was likewife determined by the 
three former, — That the Maſter hath by Statute the ſole nomination of 
the Burſar — that no Fellow or Scholar can abſent himſelf from College 
without leave of the Maſter or his Deputy — that whatever the Maſter 
and major part of the Fellows preſent decrecd ſhould be binding and 
ſome other Doubts of leſs conſequence were at the ſame time reſolved.

Nut the moſt important Interpretation of all, as 
being the very Foundation of our Liberties, was that given at the joint 
requeſt of the Maſter and Fellows, by the great Lord Burgbiey Chancellor 
of the Univerſity, (than whom, perhaps there never was any one in that 
high Station, more fully acquainted with their Statutes, or. better quali- 
fed to give a Judgement thereupon,) concerning the proper notice for 
the Election of Fellows or any other Buſineſs of moment; which to 
prevent Fraud or Injury of any kind he determined ſhould not be leſs 
than eight days, and that given by an Inſtrument affixed upon the Hall 
Doors; but for the Reaſons whereupon this Opinion is grounded, (which 
ſeem to be equally obligatory at all times,) I'chooſe- rather to refer the 
Reader to the words of the Decree itſelf, (as in App. N.XXXV.) than to 
give them in my own. No entry of this however was made in the College 
Books, or if there was, it has been ſince taken out: but how either the 
one or the other could happen, it may be more proper to leave to the con- 
jectures of others, than to attempt accounting for: And it had probably been

The Maſter was choſen Vice-Chancellor of the Univerſity in 1 996 
and the two following years; in the ſecond of which being appealed to 
in a controverted election of a Maſter of Catbarine- Hall, he ventured to 
give a Determination contrary to the Opinion of the Queen and that of 
the ABp. of Canterbury; being bound, as be ſaid, by Office and by par- 
ticular Oath to maintain the lawful Juriſdiction belonging to his Place. 
And ſo well were the Univerſity ſatisfied with his good Abilities and 
great 'Skill in Buſineſs, that upon the breaking out of violent Conteſts with 
the Towſmen, (by reaſon of ſome extraordinary Grievances lately ſuffered 
from them, ) they again elected him into this Magiſtracy in 1600: when 
by his aſſiduous Application to, and Intereſt with the new Chancellor Robert 
Cecyl Earl of Saliſbury, and other great men, he ſoon got them redreſſed. 
Many of his Letters to whom upon that occaſion, wrote in a good Style

Diſcernment, as lively in his Imagination and Expreſſions — Whether 
his Judgment was as ſalid, as his Parts were quick Whether there was 
more of Scholaſtic Learning; Sophiſtry, or the Art of Logick, than of 
real Truth and Strength in his Reaſonings and Diſputations — Whether 
his Zeal, or his Knowledge were predominant both in the forming and 
maintainidg his Opinions and Schemes about Civil and Eccleſiaſtical 
Pality — and whether he had more regard in his Plan of Chriſtian 
Faith, Doctrine and to the Traditions and Authorities of the 
Fathers, than to plain Scriptural Proofs and Principles; nay whether he 
was not in ſome Points too Saperſtitions — I chuſe rather to leave my 
Reader to judge herein for himſelf, after referring him in the Notes be- 
Jo to thoſe Writers I have had in view, whoſe Sentiments will be beſt 
{ forth in their owa Exprefiions . This however I may ſuy with truth 
and juſtice, that all of them agree in allowing him to have been a pro- 
Found Divine, as well as a Perſon of great Erudition and Literature, of a 
moſt unblameable Life and  Converſativn, and of moſt extenſive and 
exemplary Charity. To the former his Writings below bear teſtimony, 
and to the latter his many extraordinary Benefactions to the Publick ; an

any relation might taſte of his Bounty, he became a fingular Benefactor 
to the Roctories of Coteſmore and Stoke- Bruen, and gave an additional 
maintenance to ſeveral poor Vicars within the Sees of Chrchefter and Ely; 
the excellency of which kind of Charity he was fo ſenſible of, that by a 
Codicil to his Will dated 11 Sepr. 1684 he ordered, ** after all Legacics

* of Ely, where the Impropriations are in the Biſhop.” * Dr. Gower adds

As ſoon as his Royal Miſtreſs was ſeated on the Throne, dee

_ "Lincoln upon ABp..Teniſom's promotion) becauſe he was content with the 
_  Preferment he already had and his own private Fortunes, and found a 
Station of leſs Dignity and Eclat more agreeable to his Inclinations, _ 
ſuitable to his Schemes of Happineſs in Life. 
The death of his old Friend Dr. Spencer however brought him, (this 
much againſt his Will,) into a more publick Scene of it in the Univerſity, 
as it occaſioned his being elected, (but without his knowledge,) into the 
Maſterſhip of this College; which yet upon the firſt notice of his choice 
he poſitively refuſed to accept of, and even perſevered in this refuſal, till 
two of the Fellows went in. the Name of the whole Society and impor- 
tuned him to do it, for the fake of preſerving the peace and welfare of the 
College, and of preventing an irreconcileable diviſion among them, ſee- 
ing they were unanimous in their Votes for him as they ſhould not be 
for any other Perſon. This motive had its defired effect; even though he 
_ -forefaw the trouble that would follow, by being elected Vice-Chancellor 
of the Univerſity the ſame year; who as a 88 of their great eſteem, 
were pleaſed to paſs an extraordinary Grace in his favour for admitting 
him to the Degree of Doctor in Divinity with all its Privileges among 
en which an Archiepiſcopal Faculty could not entitle him to. 
Conũdering from what motive, and with what reluctance he took the 
Maſterſhip, i it might be expected he would reſign it, as he did in 1698, 
becauſe he could not be more conſtantly reſident, nor confequently be of 
that ſervice to the College he otherwiſe would. . Whilſt he held it how- 
ever, he ſpent as much of his time here as he could, and as uſefully. For 
that the World might know how great a Treaſure our Manuſcript Library 
is ſtored with, he ſet himſelf to. make that valuable Catalogue of iti, 
which he afterwards printed at his own expence : and which merits the 
acknowledgments of all Lovers of Antiquity, and eſpecially of the Hiſtory

Regent- Houſe at Cambridge, an hundred Pounds. Such Gifts and Bene- 
factions as theſe: could not be hid; though: he was upon Chriftian Prin- 
ciples, as ſecret. as he could be in dozng his Ams. What Charities there- 
fore he diltributed with his own hands cannot be diſcovered, as he left 
no account of them. But ſo far is known of him, that it was his conſtant 
rule all his life long, to beſtow in good Works a clear tenth Part of his 
whole Income, whether from Spirituali or Temporals-— 1 may here add, 
that he was not only a Contributor to the Society for. the propagating of 
the Geſpel in Foreign Part, anda zealous eee ee was alſo. 
the firſt mover in the Buſineſs of their Charter. 

Dr. Stanley conſidered: as-an. Author, publiſhed but few Ram n 
probably he would have written more, (as he began early to take a ſhare

In 1709, when Dr. A who was then Fellow and affiſtent-Preacher 
to the Rector of St. James in Weſtminſter, with a Salary annexed by an 
Act of Parliament of 100/ per ann. as well as Preacher at Grey's-1nn and 
Lecturer of St. Lawrence-Fewry, which together amounted to 1401 
more, it was thought theſe Preferments vacated his Fellowſhip by the 
Statute, and the Maſter in order to oblige him to reſign, wrote a long 
Letter acquainting him that he would no longer diſpence with his Reſi- 
dence; yet notwithſtanding this, and the Opinions of two eminent Lawyers

and as a Clergyman, who diſcharged the whole of his Duty with Con- 
ſcience, Diſcretion and Diligence. His Enemies muſt at leaſt allow him 
to have been uniform in his Principles and Conduct; and to have been 
always firm to the Intereſts of the Revolution, and the Proteſtant Suc- 
ceſſion in the Houſe of Hanover.

But they had 
now to alledge againſt ſueh a Payment, that the reaſon of it was ceaſed ; 

' becauſe the Corporation had ſince received a Toll from all Carriages 
paſſing over it, which they could not juſtly claim under any other Pre- 
tence. But this was at length referred to Arbitrators, whoſe Determina- 
tion I have not hitherto met with, but it was probably againſt the Col- 
lege, as their Tenants have ever fince been charged with it — Nor was it

Commendam. In à little: more than a year afterwards, he reſigned the 
Maſterſhip in favour of Mr. Mawſon the Prefident, although he outlived 
this many years: till aſter having attained to a good old age, be died in 
peace, and in full aſſurance from the Chriſtian Faith of a joyful Reſur- 
rection, was buried in the North-Croſs Iſle of Wetminfter- Abbey. 

He married Jane the Daughter of Captain Ellis of Medbourne in Lei- 
l cefter ſhire, who ſurvived him: and had by him one Son and two Daughters ; 
William, who died 15 Fuly 1728 in the 32d year of his age, without 
Children; being then Archdeacon of Rechefter, and Vicar of Neucaſtle 
upon Tyne, — Fane, now the Widow of Dr. Reuben Clarke Archdeacon 
of Efex, and Rector of St. Magnus, by London- Bridge — and Suſanna, 
who married Dr. Jobn Denne Vicar of St. Leonard, Shoreditch, and ſince 
Archdeacon of Rochefter, and Rector of St. Mary, Lambeth; to whom I 
muſt on myſelf indebted for many of the Materials, as well as for 
drawing up the Hiſtory of this Maſter. 

As to the general Character of Bp. Bradford, it cannot be expreſſed in 
per, or clearer words, than in the Inſcription on his Monument; to 
the truth whereof, all who knew and remember him, will atteſt, as well 
as the Rev. Mr. Midmore; who has lately written the Aer of the

EDWARD TENISON ] D. b. was a Native-of Norwich, 0 the Son 
of === Kae to the Andie of Norfolk, as alſo a diſtant Rela- - 
tion to the Archbiſhop, and Nephew to the Lady Dorothy Browne, the 
Widow of the famous Phyſician of that name. Who having been inſtructed 
in the Languages by DF. Tho. Gale Maſter of St. Paul's School, was ad- 
mitted Penfioner here, under the Tuition of Mr. Kidman, on 19 Nb. 1690: 
and became a Scholar of the Houſe upon ABp. Parker's Foundation ſoon | 
after, He took the Degree of A. B. with us in 1694, but how he came 
by that of LL. B. unleſs at Lambeth, where that of D. D. was afterwards 
confer'd upon him, I know not. He was ordained, both Deacon and 
Prieſt, by Bp. Sprat in 1697; and collated by the Archbiſhop to the Recto— 
ry of Witter ſham in the Iſle of Oxney in Kent, the fame year; but this he 
quitted in the following, for that of Sundrich, a Peculiar of the Arch-

. Mere was a native of Mayfield in Suſſex, and admitted of King's College 
in 1521, but how long he continued there is uncertain : he was elected 
however Bedel of Divinity in 1 530, (when he is faid to have viſited the Regents 
of Cuſtom, not by Statute, at the expence of 27. G,. od.) and ſoon after one of 
the Univerſity Apptaiſers. He became Repiſtrer in L542, was made Publick- 
Notary by the Royal Authority in 1547, and by that of the Pope ten years after. 
He had a Patent for being Gauger in 1 550, and died on the 13 of April 1558, 
being Wedneſday in Eaſter-week. By his Will, which bears date a few days before 
his death, he ordered his Body to be buried in St. Benedif's Church-yard by that 
of his late Wife; where it was laid accordingly under a Monument long ſince de- 
ſtroyed, with this Inſcription over it — Here Jyeth the Body of John Meres one of 
the Eſquier Beadles of this Univerſity, who gave . 1558 bis two Dwelling Houſes 
in this Pariſh to this Univerſity, and a Remembrance to the Vice-Chancellor and all 
the Officers of this Univerſity here N upon the day f his @dmmemoration in this 
Church. He appointed Thomas Wilſon B. D. of Trinity Coltege and John Ebden A. M. 
of Peterbouſe the Executors of his Will, and Dr. Parker and Mr. Leeds the Super- 
viſors thereof; wherein he bequeaths to the Univerfity, not only the Houle 
in which he dwelt *, with the time to come in the Leaſe of another, but likewiſe 
many valuable Collect ions, made by him and bought, confiſting of 11 Volumes 
and 2 Bundles, to be preſerved in their Regiſter's Office; to every Member of 
the Senate that would attend his Funeral 5 to cuſtom 4a, to the Curate 
of the Pariſh for Tythes forgotten 25s. 6d, to the Repair of the Church 20s, and 
to his Father (who lived at ſome diſtance) 20s, with his beſt Cloth Gown and 
the uſe of a Room furniſhed in his Houſe whenever he came hither. To the Vice- 
Chancellor a Ring weighing a Royal, valued at 10s, to Dr. Hatcher 10s and a 
Ring of the value of 15s, to Dr. Walter an old Royal, value 15s, to Dr. Bownde 
10s, to King's College 1 35. 4d, to the Vice-Provoſt a Cruſadowe, 65. 84, to each 
of the Superviſors 15s, and a Gold Ring ſet with a Cornelion, valued at 1 35. 44, 
to each of the Executors 40s, to two of the Bedles 65. 8d each, and to the third 
5.44, to Mrs. Parker two Gowns rated at 20s, with a Silver Cup to her Son 
, valued at 24. 8d, and ſome Books to the Doctor worth about 20s. zh 
Such confidence had he in his Superviſors, that although he made the foremen- 
tioned Bequeſts to the Univerſity, yet he referred the diſpoſal of the Profits thence 
ariſing entirely to their good liking. Who thereupon covenanted with the Univer- 
ſity v, that the Vice-Chancellor for the time being, ſhould preach, or cauſe to be
